Escaped Armenian Tells Winnipeg 
Paper About It. 
Winnipeg Free Press: The Armen 


ian population of Winnipeg was aug 
mented on Tuesday last by the ar- 
rival from Constantinople of Vahram 


Kay, brother of Leo Kay, of the Ori- 
ental Rug Company, (Courian, Baba 
yan & Co.) Main street. The young 
man has lesrned in his native coun 
try, to read and write English, and 
ho doubt in a little while will be 
able to converse in it; in the mean- 
time he is prevented from getting 
homesick by the few friends who are 
able to interpret for him. As Con- 
stantinople was his birthplace and 
his home, he was in the midst of the 
stirring events of the great revoluw 


tion that occurred there recently. 
This morning he recalled for the 

Free Press a little of the story of the 

revolution, beginning with the grant- 


ing of the constitution by the late 
Sultan and the agitation which was 
aroused against it by the fanatical 


old Turks six months ago. He spoke 
of money as having been given to 
the soldiers and inflammatory 


speeches made to incite the people 
to fight against the constitutional gov- 
ernment. The result was that in one 
week a great deal of damage, to the 
extent of ten thousand pounds, was 
done to the property of Young Turks. 

The latter establishéd their head 
quarters at Salonica and renewed 
their demands for the restoration of 
the constitution, Not receiving # 
satisfactory answer from the Sultan 
they were compelled to march their 
forces of about 15,000 soldiers on 
Constantinople, First they attacked 
the barracks, the most of which sur- 
rendered; the others who resisted be- 
ing conquered and forced to surrender 
also A hard battle with the im- 
mense force of the Sultan was then 
looked forward to, but they also were 
helpless, and they surrendered and 
gave up the Sultan with all his estab- 
lishment, his only stipulation being 
a guarantee of his personal eafety, 
He was taken with twelve of his 
fuvorite wives to Salonica, the three 
hundred others being left behind. 
The fighters against constitutional 
rovernment were found, when caught 
e the Young Turks, to have on them 
large sums of money up to £200 each, 


The money was taken from them, but 
they would not give any explanation 
of how it came into their possession. 


They had planned a massacre which 
would have included the larger part 
of the’ populatian. ’ 

Of the soldiers captured by the 
Young Turks several thousand wert 
hanged or otherwise killed, Fifteen 
were publicly hanged at onee, and 
many others in groups of three and 
five and more, but some escaped 

Peace Now Reigns.

He declares that he will do 
his best to uphold the new constitu

THE PRESBYTERIAN

Holding Ninth Annual Meeting in 
New York—Many Delegates Are

New York, June 16—The ninth gen. 
eral council of the Alhance of Reform.
